Mr. Franeis 
has already indicated that eleven witnesses wish heard 
favor the bill and that there may other witnesses who also 
desire Since this Mr. bill, felt that 
those people who wish speak favor 1263 should given 
the first have spoken those witnesses who in- 
tended speak opposition the bill, and they have graciously 
agreed with there insuffieient time for any the 
witnesses who wish speak bill appear, will 
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perfectly willing hold another hearing subsequent time 
that they may also heard. However, during the course 
this hearing, someone insists upon testifying opposition 
the bill, the Chair will permit that person testify. I've 
spoke with Mr. Franeis about the manner which this hearing 
will conducted, and agrees with the Chair. that correct, 
Mr. Franeis? will you call your first witness?

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stated that this was serious historical error that allowed 
illegal, unconstitutional military party, namely the National 
Socialist, seize power and not only destroy the Constitution and 
gain control the people, but also force the people fight 
terrible and disastrous war from 1939 1945. This report clearly 
defines the hazardous course which the United States itself has been 
following. For over forty years have tolerated greater 
lesser degree subversive semi-military party which openly pledged 
destroy the and seize political control the people 
illegal and unconstitutional means,and certainly time 
take any action available us. Now this was the recent decision 
the Democratic Party the State Arizona which took the ini- 
earlier this year and invited the Republicans that State 
join with proscribing the Communist Party. told that 
this bill passed both the Senate and the House the State 
zona without single dissenting vote. has now been signed 
the Governor and operative part the Arizona State Law.

had tirelessly taught that when whole Communist Party 
outlawed, almost wholly paralyzed because can longer 
send into the surrounding community the filaments whereby 
spreads its toxins and from which draws its strength life."

The only apparent provision the Elections Code relating

Another point that should the well-established 
fact that the Communist Party not poltical recognized 
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any democracy and certainly not the United States when 
American tradition taken into consideration; inter- 
national criminal conspiracy. 

Judicial decisions since 1942 when the Peek decision was 
rendered have taken stronger stand against the Communist move-

Marx, Engels, and Lenin sadly mistaken. Those who are counting 
this can wait until shrimps have learned whistle.' And 
July, 1960, stated: want see with own eyes within 
own lifetime the Red flag flying over the whole 

The American Legion submits that when great industrial insti- 
tutions this nation find necessary caution their employees 
against the evil Communism, then those great industrial leaders 
must have divorced Communism from politics and recognize the move- 
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ment subversive and violent opposition the best interests 
our State and Nation. 

Nowhere the scheme our system political parties 
there room for subversion which the underlying plan Communism. 

The American Legion submits that every member the California 
Legislature aware the real purpose Communism. Certainly, 
none can removed from the day-to-day happenings our time 
honestly believe that any facet Communism can, clear con- 
science, labeled political the American sense. openly, 
otherwise, grant Communists the status political party 
California would endorsement their aims.

I'm also retired member the Meth- 
odist Conference, the California-Nevada Conference with headquarters 
San Francisco. You have heard expert testimony, legal and other- 
wise, and I'm not qualified contribute anything that field. 

Chaplain with the Navy for twenty years, would like talk 
about four groups people, just briefly, relation this pro- 
posed amendment this legislation. 

First all, would like feel that representing 
great host common people which are all part here 
California particularly and the Nation. believe there 
growing ground swell concern and desire for definite and 
clear cut and flat-footed stand the major issue our time. 
Recently very prominent churchman California, member 
Church, after returning from visit Russia wrote the churches 
his area and said, bring you nothing for your comfort and 
write this with terrifying sense urgency; later than you 
think. The time crisis upon us. For the first time our 
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history ruthless foe challenges the faith which live. Life 
cance because child God. These two ways life; both 

these ways cannot true. One them will overthrow the 

other. longer debating little theological points with 
our friends. matter meeting head-on mighty force 

which denies the foundation our faith. Once again, God confronts 
every Christian with his ancient word, 'Choose you this day'." 

Recently the Floor the Senate this message about the 
fact that are survival conflict was declared these words. 
"Despite the fact that Communism war with the United 
States protracted conflict more total than any conflict before 
experienced this planet that psychological, political, 
economic, diplomatic, subversive and military nature; there 
irrefutable evidence that many our midst not understand that 
are indeed war and that our liberties and our very survival 
nation hang the balance." 

Mr. George Meany, president the AFL-CIO, "the conflict 
between Communism and freedom the problem our time; over- 
shadows all other problems. the outcome this conflict depends 
the future all mankind." 

Another voice that has spoken, and many follow this 
thinking, back '37 Pope Pius his encyclical letter asked 
searching question about Communism: "How possible that such 
system long since rejected scientifically now proved erroneous 
experience how it, ask, that such system could spread 
rapidly all parts the world?" answered his own ques- 


tion these words: "The explanation lies the fact that too 
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few have been able grasp the nature Communism." went 

say: "There another explanation the rapid defusion 

the communistic ideas now seeping into every nation great and small, 
advanced and backward, that corner the earth free damage. 
This explanation found propaganda truly diabolical 
that the world, perhaps, has never witnessed its like before." 

Recently great Protestant theologian Zurich, Switzerland, 
Emil Brunner, said: "Yes, humanity faces two great questions two 
great crisis moments: One the danger war hot, thermo-nuclear 
war. The other the danger Bolshevik control." 

These voices are certainly backed the voices the 
Communists themselves. Marx says annihilate all enemies. 
says before the end frightful collisions between the Soviet and 
other states will inevitable. Stalin says the dictatorship 
replete with wars and conflicts, advances and retreats, victories 
and defeats. Khrushchev said have declared that will bury 
you. More recently, his very significant speech the 6th 
January, 1961, which quite thoroughly analyzed this document 
that has come from the United States Printing Office, hie makes this 
statement his important policy sppech says: "It thie 
interest the working class the masses that the revolution 
carried out peaceful way, but the event the ruling classes 
resisting the revolution with violence and refusing submit 
the will the people, the proletariate will obliged crush 
their resistance and launch resolute civil war." 

And seems that the common people are aware, 
recent editorial the San Diego Tribune pointed out, that the 
common people are even more aware than the leaders our government 
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that are survival conflict. This survival conflict, 
seems me, unique nature. First because the demonic 
drive and ideology the Communists pointed out the quota- 
tion from the Pope; and, secondly, unique moment history 
the age-old struggle between labor and freedom because the 
terrifyingly powerful tools the shining tools modern techno- 
logical science. These tools make out the single warrior mil- 
lion warriors. With the radar can see through the night and the 
storm they did when were down the Guadalcanal Campaign, 
shooting two Japanese ships off the surface the sea without ever 
seeing them the middle the night and tropical storm. 
With the radar can see far out through the night and the 
with the radio can listen around the world; with the jet airplane 
can run faster than sound; and with the thermo-nuclear devise his 
ancient sword arm becomes like lightning bolt. the nature 
this war unique that sense and lose it, should 
ever lose the source these tools, the scientific laboratory and 
the processing plant from which they come, would have had it. 
would have been over, and will indeed move into not 
black middle ages but red night terror. 

And think, the third place, this unique conflict 
unique moment survival because the fourth dimensional war 
capabilities, strategy and tactics that have been developed the 
Communists. Unfortunately, have permitted them develop land, 
sea and air. This brings the second group people that 
have not been commissioned speak for here, but can tell you 
out experience that the most frustrated men that know the 
last number years are the admirals the Navy and the generals 
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the Marine Corps whose staffs have served. have been 
charged the American government and the American people devel- 
tremendous department defense protect this Nation; and 
they have developed three-dimensional defense, deterrent capabil- 
ity, land, sea, and air. But they have stand and watch while 
these Communists, since the days the instituting the "Lenin 
Institute Psycho Warfare" over forty years ago, who have devel- 
oped and skillfully manipulated and are actually applying, skill- 
fully, fourth-dimensional non-military strategy and tactics which 
right through this defense department, right over it, around it, 
and under and grab off great sections the earth's surface and 
segments the population. And I've been their staffs, report- 
the Commandant the Eighth Naval District after leaving the 
lst Marine Division Pendleton three years ago. reported 


Admiral Schindler September '58, and said me, "The first 
thing,Chaplain, you report staff want tell you I've been 
the uniform country for over forty years, but the ghastly 
fear that lives with day and night that are going lose 
this God-blessed land thout the dropping bomb the firing 
shot;. for they are skilled masters conflict the fourth 
dimensional non-military strategy." was operating under direc-

Back few years ago very brilliant young 
former Naval doctor the name Tom Dooley was out Laos with 
Medico. his book tells how had been working all the time 
get close the Chinese border, and last they permitted 
him there. And when got there said and the 
fellow Americans, the corpsmen that were with him, looked the 
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the hill and said was solemn moment because 

knew that the other side the ridge was rim Hell. Well, 
matter fact, that whole territory all that work that Tom 
Dooley did Medico all gone swallowed Communism today. 
Well, was with Tom Dooley Haiphong the late summer 1954 
when the American government assigned the Navy, and the Navy assigned 
the amphibious force, and was the staff Tom Sedpock and 
they assigned out there with all these Navy ships and 
carry these North Indo-Chinese people down South freedom; the 
thing was called Passage Freedom. was under control 
Admiral Sabin. And here, after the great nations had split another 
nation two, they said these people you want get away 


from Communism you don't want live under tyranny you 


don't want live under slavery, come down Haiphong and there 
the American ships will pick you and carry you 800 miles south 
Saigon; and that's what happened. million those people, 
and was there with Tom Dooley who ran the medical department and 


the aid station. Just ghastly thing back from the rim Hell 


yes, tell you that lived with those people. sailed the 
ships 800. miles south with thousands these refugees. You can't 
imagine you can't imagine what these people had been through. 


Four years earlier, September 1950, had gone out the 


Korean War under Naval orders, and spent months Korea, the 
last seven months Korea with the Marine air wing. And, gentle- 
men, the people, three million them, who came down out North 
Korea fleeing from this Red terror who had looked into the face 
Hell itself; mean, think that these victims Communism would 
like have speak for them here today, for lived with them 
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and helped them. All the medicine, the vitamins, all the food, 

and everything the Navy could give me, took down Pusan and 
other refugee centers. Took down Pusan the Maryknoll 
Sisters who had dispensary there, and November with frozen 
ground have seen those victims Communism sitting the ground 
for four and half, five, six blocks 4:00 o'clock the after- 
noon. Why? Because tomorrow morning the Maryknoll Sisters will 
open the dispensary and maybe take care sick baby this 
wounded old man. Back from the rim Hell; I'd like speak for 
these victims. 

Well, you've got right your Life magazine this week. 
Here's young fellow tried swim the canal. They gunned him 
down with machine guns. That was it; was over. Millions 
them, fleeing from this so-called paradise. Write your Assembly 
Captive European Nations. Get the documented pictures the 
atrocities that have been committed humanity. Read the message 
the freedom fighters off the streets Budapest. And this 
the last message that came out Budapest November 1956: 
"Civilized people the world, listen. Come our help. Not with 
declarations but with force, with soldiers, with arms. not for- 
get that there stopping the wild onslaught Bolshevism. 
Your turn will come also. Save our souls, save our souls. Civil- 
ized peoples the World, implore you the name justice, 
freedom binding moral principles active solidarity help 
us. Our ship sinking; light falling; the shadows grow darker 
every hour over the soil Hungary, listen our cry. Civilized 
people the World enact extend your fraternal aid. 
God with you.." And that's the end. I.speak 
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behalf the victims Communism, and plead with the legislators 
this State any other our great republic help clarify 
this picture. 

Last all, speak for the American boy uniform; served 
with him Korea. Over 7,000 your boys were captured. They 
didn't know the nature Communism and the terrible attack, the 
assault upon the minds these boys. Call indoctrination; call 
brain-washing; call whatever you like. And these boys over 
three thousand them three thousand them dying. Half 
those died from "give-up-itis".

Parties held Moscow last November probably the most important 
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meeting held Moscow since 1945. The results that conference 
were reported the World Marxist Review December, 1960. 
January 1961, Premier Khrushchev gave oral report that con- 
vention. His report recorded the first pages the World 
Marxist Review January, 1961. 

The Moscow Meeting and the Khrushchev Report make very clear 
the Communist attitudes toward the free world.

The Communists the U.S.A. have 
made apologies for their connections with the Soviets through the 
years. Major Frank Pease, his book published 1933, reported 
sworn testimony before committee investigating Communism. The 
following was obtained from Communist agent this hearing, and 
quote from this book: "We are proceeding America just 
are Europe and throughout the world...We Communists and Socialists 
will haul down the dirty American rag and fly our own Red flag over 
the White House. are boring from within the labor unions. 
are penetrating pacifists' organizations, organizing clubs, 
and planting our workers culture clubs women. are organiz- 
ing fight the Boy Scouts, the rotten breeding places patriotism. 
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will infiltrate into the American Army and Navy and stamp the 

men with our cause. Don't think can't it! will drive them 
like sheep before us. will put into your legislatures, into Con- 
gress, into the Senate, those who will our work for us. Think 
these things over. Get America ready for its fall." 

1936 the House Representatives conducted investigation 
the Communist Party which the manual used all Communists 
the United States was entered into the record, and quote from this 
manual below: "Lesson Fundamentals the Party program: 

The Role and Aim the Communist Party. 

Question: What the aim the Communist Party and its 

final goal? 


Answer: the leader and organizer the proletariat, the 
Communist Party the U.S.A. leads the working class the 
fight for the revolutionary overthrow Capitalism, for the 
establishment the dictatorship the Proletariat, for the 
establishment Soviet Republic the United 


States, for the complete abolition classes, for the 


lishment Socialism, the first stage the classless Com- 
munist Society." 
This certainly evidence that the Communist Party the 


United States organized for one purpose and one purpose only 


and that the overthrow our government. This same manual pub- 

lished the pledge and conditions for membership read Earl Browder, 

Communist, 2,000 members who were initiated into the 

Party the New York District 1935. This pledge quoted 

below proof that Communist the U.S.A. loyal only the 

Soviet Union and quote: now take place the ranks 
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the Communist Party, the Party the working class. take this 
solemn oath give the best that the service 
class. pledge myself spare effort uniting the workers 

militant struggle against fascism and war. pledge myself 
work unsparingly the unions, the shops, among the unemployed, 
lead the struggles for the daily needs the masses. solemnly 
pledge take place the forefront the struggle for Negro 
rights, against Jim-Crowism and lynching, against the Chauvinist lies 
the ruling class. pledge myself rally the masses defend 
the Soviet Union, the land victorious socialism. pledge myself 
remain all times vigilant and firm defender the Leninist 
line the Party, the only line that insures the Soviet 
power the United States." 

The Committee's attention invited the book entitled "Why 
Communism", page 95, which states: "The Communist Party the U.S.A. 
thus part world wide organization." This book was published 
1934. Another book William Foster entitled "Your Questions 
Answered" points out the fact that only one political party allow- 
under Communism. clearly pointed out that the Communists 
have political freedom and seek recognition and placement 
our ballot for but one reason and that destroy political 
freedom. own record and recorded words speak for themselves. 

inconceivable that the American people have let 
the Communists continue this conspiracy our country all these 
years without noting such declarations those contained the 
the History the Communist Party," Alex 
Bittlemen, published 1939. author again ties the Communist 
Party the U.S.A. international Communism. Bittelman quotes

"We want the labor movement obtain physical control and 
ideological domination this country. physical control mean 
the governing power the power make decisions and enforce them 
the power direct Army and Navy the power control in- 
dustry the power say who shall jail and who shall 
out other words, political power.

Never mind have not deserted 
any our principles nor any our organization forms." 

closing, gentlemen, Communism has been defined organ- 
ized effort overthrow organized governments which operate con- 
trary the Communist plan now effect Russia.

which pioneered the road; than were before World War II, 
before number countries took the road."

First would like state that everything that say today 
facts facts that have personally experienced while 
member the Communist Party. These facts have developed certain 
truths that are self evident. that Communist can deny 
were acknowledge the truth. 

joined the Communist Party when was student Wayne 


University the City Detroit after had for six months been 


member communist front organization, not known the 
time, known the National Student League. The Communist Party 
asked join through two professors and one member the student 
council Wayne University the City Detroit, and doing 
they presented the Sermon the Mount. The Communist Party 
had the solution all problems and the problems all man- 
kind. there arguments joining the Communist Party they 


told that, after all, the final analysis, the Communist Party 
bonified American political party. This one the reasons 
one the reasons why joined the Communist Party. depicted 


the Communist Party party Lincoln, Jefferson, George Washing- 
ton, and they depicted the party that represents the American 
heritage. Very soon after that during period three years and 

the end three years after had extended hands something 
that sounded very good, humanitarian, found hands very sticky and 
sometimes very bloody. 
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attended Communist training school, national training 
school, Farmington, Michigan; and this national training school 
was taught, addition infiltration tactics into trade unions, 
churches and political parties, was taught course provocation 
violence, seizure police stations, the seizure communication 
stations. This course that took this national training school 
was led one Gertrude Hessler who was sent here from the Soviet 
Union and the text that was used was written Gertrude Hessler. 

And when they talked seizure police stations, for example, they 
didn't simply say that police stations would have seized, they 
stated how and what preparations the community had made 
before the police stations were seized.

Communist will turn somersault and spin his nose 
every time directive from the Kremlin issued. all 
years within the Communist conspiracy never once did the Communist 
Party the United States deviate refuse carry out the direct- 
ive from the Soviet Union. This, ladies and gentlemen, Communist. 
This Communist being Nikita Khrushchev, Mikoyan,Frol Kozlov, Archie

Another important factor about Communist that Communist 
Leninist. Lenin their teacher; all Communists are disciples 
Lenin. They strictly the teachings Communist 
need not attend cell meeting, need not section meeting 
district meeting wait for orders from that national office 
from the Kremlin. will apply Leninism all times, 
Communist political office holder, that Communist one who seeks 
political office, that Communist teacher, defense worker, 
any occupation. owes total allegiance Leninism and 
whatever the Soviet Union dictates. 

Very briefly, will try tell what Leninism is: First (and

Communist will utilize our laws 
only the extent that these laws can help further his 
actions accelerate the day when the prerequisites the revolu- 
tion will met. Other than this, has utter contempt for law. 

would like give you few experiences show you not only 
how they have contempt for law but how they utilize the law 
interests the Communist conspiracy. the Santa Clara County, 
which was very active, there are three Communists who ran for 
public office both political party tickets, cross-filing, etc. 
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These three people were identified many times members the Com- 
munist conspiracy. Now before they filed run for office, all 

three them, attended meeting which the question filing 
for office was taking place. this meeting was very prominent 
local attorney, and they decided that would not difficult 
file for office because the laws the State California make 
mandatory that Communist anybody who files for office simply 
swear that they not believe overthrowing the government 
force and violence; and since the Supreme Court has decided that this 
would have proven then would perfectly safe for Commun- 
ist file. These three Communists, and believe there are 
least dozen more who did the same the State California, did 
file run for office and this way circumvented the law. All 
three these that know are the present time subject prose- 
cution the State California, and action against one them 
being taken the present time. 

Another example how the Communists operate order utilize 
our laws situation where the Communist Party sent members 
the Party into automobile plant. This they did very easily through 
various devious methods that they employ. attended meeting 
the City Detroit where man the name Natt Ganley, who was 
that time Chairman the Trade Union Commission the Communist 


Party, decided that strike called this plant just for the 

purpose finding out whether thirty Communists the plant that 

employs approximately 3,000 could call strike. was other 

other purpose this strike. This strike was called, 

lines were set up, and the strike continued for about five 

days. the fifth day, another meeting was called headed this 
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Communist Natt Ganley; and was decided that this strike was 
going failure. And view the fact that was going 
failure they decided, and can almost quote, that there 
must blood the picket line tomorrow and the purpose this 
violence the picket line that the Communists would provoke would 
arouse the indignation the population against the Police 
Department the City Detroit. You see Communists always are 
interested provoking violence they can arouse the indig- 
nation the citizenry against the police department. They charge 
police terror, police brutality, and forth. Blood did flow 
the picket lines that morning and the police department had to, 
course, step and break the fights, blackjacks had used 
and both Communists and non-Communists were taken into the paddy 
wagon and jail. The Communists were successful this particu- 
lar instance utilize this provoked violence arouse the indig- 
nation the City Detroit against the Police Department. 
extremely important thing because the Communists are consis- 
tently carrying campaign vilification all law enforcing 
agencies. 

Another example provocation violence was experienced 
San Francisco during the riots while the Committee was having its 
hearings there. you recall that and the point that the 
hearings the testimony the witnesses was begin there was 
violence. only began after the first witness was called 
testify before the House Committee Un-American Activities; and 
was this point that Archie Brown and Mr. Izard and few 
others asked the House Committee Un-American Activities 
leave. They hurled insults the Committee and were noisy and 
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unruly that they forced the police department step pre- 
serve order. Almost simultaneously action was provoked outside 
the Committee hearing rooms and did have violence, and the 
Communist Party there, too, was able arouse, extent, the 
indignation the people the City San Francisco and through- 
out the State California against the police department that was 
carrying out their duty officers. can cite many examples how 
Communists have utter contempt and disregard for law, and view 
the fact that they have regard for law the Communists should not 
able utilize the laws our land ultimately for the purpose 
destroying the laws our land. 

would like state, also, that while was the Communist 
conspiracy personally experienced and witnessed, participated 
in, such things as: forced confessions, the activities the secret 
police the Communist Party, provocation and promotion suicides 
Communists who have deviated, right here our shores the so-called 
class legal apparatus the Communist Party totally ignoring the 
laws our land their own gigantic operations the United 
States. could give you many examples how this operates and 
how this. goes on, but time does not permit me. 

would like say also that Communist all times inter- 
ested one thing and one thing only. His thoughts are always 


follows: What can right now, Communist, what can 
help accelerate the day when the prerequisites the revolution 
will met and that time will take every measure over- 
throw the government force and violence.

PRUSSION: Yes, will answer your question. have not 
been aware the acts. I've not participated the acts sabo- 
tage. know that there are organizational structures within the 
Communist Party that direct such activity. did participate 
provocation violence which people were killed, violence that 
was provoked the Communist Party for the purpose possibly 
having insurrection during that period. 

ASSEMBLYMAN BURTON: Did you during the twelve year period 
report violations substantive law substantial violations 
law the appropriate authorities? 

MR. PRUSSION: Yes, did. 

ASSEMBLYMAN BURTON: Just matter gaining some insight, 
what was your reaction the Soviet-Nazi Pact 1940 when you 
were still active member the Communist Party? 

MR. PRUSSION: Fortunately when that Pact was made had 
ally and mentally and physically made every effort detach myself 
from the Communist conspiracy, but for many reasons stayed in. 

reaction, course, was one complete disgust against the 
Communist Party, and there were evidences this disgust within 

the Communist Party; however, very rapidly through the issuance

California Supreme Court, speaking through 
Chief Justice Gibson, turned its decision four points follows: 

The major point, most you know, was the refusal the 
court take judicial notice the nature the Communist Party, 
such its refusal recognize matter common knowledge that 
the words "Communist Party" and "advocacy violence, overthrow, 
and treason towards the Government the United States this 
State" are synonomous and interchangeable.

Third, belief that, political party, the Communist Party 
fell under the protection the California Constitution, pro-

any means whatsoever, with...any foreign agency, political 


party, organization
